4.—An 
official an- 


nouncement was made this afternoon ut 
tin1 oltlce of the Crude Itubbcr company 
that a receiver hud been appointed for 
tho company. The announcement was 
accompanied by the 
following 
state- 


ment: 


"The Crude Rubber company ia in 


the hands of a receiver in order to avoid 
tho obtaining of preferences by attach- 
ment or otherwise nwl in order that 
nil interests may bo equally protected. 
Tho International Crude Rubber com- 
pany, which succeeds to the- business 
of the Crude Rubber company, ami has 
taken ovor the rubber of the Crude Rub- 
ber company for the purpose of avoiding 
any conflict in selling. This secures the 
banks that advanced on the rubber of 
the old crude company, the prices for 
rubber on which they loaned and pre- 
serves the largest equity for the credit- 
ors of the Crude Rubber company." 


Officers of the Crude Rubber company 


declined nny further statement as to 
the status of the company, tho nature 
of its liabilities or its future prospects. 


Tho application for a receiver for the 


Crude Rubber company was made to 
Judge Lacombe in the United States 
circuit court by Attorney William Nel- 
son Cromwell and the judge appointed 
William W. Ladd, Jr. 


CROMWELL TALKS. 


Cromwell said tonight: "Upon applica- 


tion of the Charles R. Flint Co., Judge 
Prentis of the circuit court of Norfolk, 
Va., todny appointed William W. Ladd, 
Jr., receiver for the Crude Rubber com- 
pany for that jursdiction and thereupon 
in company with Mr. Hill of my firm, 
for Charles R. Flint Co., snd William 
F. Goklbeck for (he Crude Rubber Co., 
ancillary tfrocncdings wcro filed beforj 
Judge Lacuinbe, oC the Tinted States 
circuit court, for this district. The action 


ii.-i taken in tho intcrsts of tho credi- 


tors nnd stockholders of the Crude Rub- 
bor Co., to prevent preference by at- 
tachment, dismemberment of property or 
assets." 


According to Cromwell 
the 
Crude 


Rubber Co. has now a stock of rubber 
and bills receivable in excess of three 
millions, nearly all of which is pledged 
to bankers. Cromwell said the company's 
ilircel liutiilitii!S were about three mil- 
lions, added to which arc the endorse- 
ments and guarantees for another mil- 
lion. The primary cau%? of the Crude 
Rubber Co-, embarrassment is believed 
to bo due to the adverse weather condi- 
tions of tho past two years. Because 
ot theso conditions the price of raw 
rubber h:is declined almost .".0 cents 
per pound. Flint said today:

three objects in life: 


First—To see 20,000 people a year. 
Second—To accomplish two thousand 


little things. 


Third—To try to do too many great 


things. 


In seeing so many thousand people 


about trivial matters aud in giving h',s 
attention to the thousands of littl° things 
the president, Chandler insists, is worn 
out and becomes physically un iMo to 
grapple with tho great problems to which 
he ought, to give his undivided atten- 
tion. 
Chandler 
cites 
from 
personal 


knowledge the cases of presidents who 
almost succumbed under the strain, in- 
stancing particularly President Arthur, 
in whose cabinet he was secretary of the 
navy, and McKinley, to whose impaired 
health Chandler attributes his inability 
to recover from tho shock of the as- 
sassin's bullet. Chandler oxpr^sses ro- 
grct that Roosevelt "e'sun in his quick- 
ness, acuteness and present nnflaggint; 
industry and unbounded energy has giv- 
en countenance to the idea that he will 
do all the appointing himself and hear 
all tlifit any one luis to &ay oori -em- 
ing any appointment. Chandler .hinks 
Llie groat weight of the pressure fcr 
office ought to fall upon tho cabinet 
ministers nnd the president ought to 
have more time for important things. 
The article 
concludes: 
"This needed 


change iu ciiMoms at first, no doubt, 
would be unpopular. It will be con- 
demned as unrcpublicnn and oxclu,«ivc- 
neh.s. It will require, to begin a new 
rule, a president who has been a man 
of the people, who is known to have 
been at heart thoroughly democratic in 
all his ideas and ways and who is alf.i 
wlrong in his convictions and fearless in 
action:. Is not Roosevelt such a presi- 
dent? Will he inaugurate the reform?"

PRICE GRACEFULLY ACCEPTS 


Defeated' Candidate 
Declares 


For Hanna and Eulogizes 


McKinnon. 


Columbus, Jan. 4.—In the republican 


caucuses this evening for the organiza- 
tion of tho general assembly the H.mna 
forces coutiol the house and the For- 
ukcr forces the ppuuie. Some of the 
nominations fur the latter were in ado 
without opposition, but there was a close 
fight for the house, especially for the 
speakership. There was no compromise 
in either case. In the senate the sen- 
ators make up the standing Committees 
for themselves. In the house the speak- 
er appoints all committees and the con- 
test was primaiily for the speakership 
with everything else secondary. 
The 


republican senate caucus was short but 
the house caucus lasted several hours. 
Representative Cole iu presenting the 
name of W. S. McKmnon for speaker 
denied that McKinnon's election could 
be construed as a humiliation of Senator 
Foraker whose re-election all desired. 


Representative tiuerin, in presenting 


the name of Aaron E. Price for speak- 
er, repeated the statement that Price 
had been endorsed originally by both sen- 
ators and other republican leaders. 


McKinuon was nominated over Price 


on the first ballot by a vote of 38 to 
30. After McKinnon's address of accept- 
ance Price was called out and made 
the sensational si»eech of the day by 
nominating and declaring himself for 
Hanna for re-election to the senate two 
years hence. Pr' ,e said he found it 
easier to get pledges than votes and eu- 
logized Hanna and McKinnon, to whom 
he credited his defeat, as men of the 
highest character. A. G. Comings of 
Oberlin, one of the Hanna leaders, was 
nominated without opposition for speak- 
er pro tens. 


Surges L. McElerv was 
nominated 


for re-election as chief clerk of the bouse 
over H. V. Speelman on the first bal- 
lot by a vote of 43 to 25. The Foraker 
representatives made their last hard 
stand for Zolsman, the other nomina- 
tions being made without much opposi- 
tion. 


In 
the 
senate 
republican 
caucus 


most of the time was devoted to the 
selection of the committee to apportion 
the standing committees. F. B. Archer 
was nominated for president pro tern 
without opposition. F. E. Scobey was 
nominated for chief clerk over W. B.

RIOTING IN SPAIN 


Working Men and Women Parading tbe 


Streets of Barcelona. 


Madrid, Jan. 4.—Martial law will be 


proclaimed tonight in Barcelona and vi- 
cinity. A general strike in all the trades 
has been decreed in support of the strik- 
ing metal workers. Bodies of strikers 
arc- constantly parading the streets, pelt- 
iiig workshops and factories with stones, 
necessitating the culling out of cavalry 
to restore order. 


Thu police at Barcelona are guarding 


the suburban tramway cars which have 
to run the gauntlet of a volley of rocks.

to Decatur. 


There have been many htories of the 
,1-viiKon why the E.-M. syndicate got into 
, innrial trouble, but the Cincinnati En- 
•laircr re^uiits a prediction wade some 
time ut;o and asserts thnt that prediction 
outlines the true cause. 


Tho E.-M. syndicate was 
operating 


mstnjr inter-urban 
lines 
in OWo and 


j.lunned many more. One of tae proponed 
lines wns the Lake Shore Electric. That 
\varf, to parallel the Lake Shore steam 
iv»d,owned by the Vanderbilts. It \» laid 
that the boast of tho electric peopl* .wa» 


frequently repented that when their line 
was completed the fare between Cleve- 
land and Detroit, which is now about 
$4, would bu made less than $2. In To- 
ledo, mouths ago, tho prediction wua 
made that if the electric people contin- 
ued to make that threat, they would one 
day be up ngainst it in a financial way 
because the Vanderbilts did not want to 
buy another Nickel Plate. It is, now 
said that when the E.-M. ryndicate went 
to New York to float their bonds in or- 
der to get cash for their proposed elec- 
tric lake shore 
road, they discovered 


that the Vanderbilts interests had plug- 
ged them iu the money market, and their 
bonds were refused. 


This is one explanation of the condi- 


tion which suddenly confronted the pro- 
moters when they wanted 
to finance 


their latest bchcmc. 


It is puxhible, too, that the Nickel 


Pinto ghost ditl still frighten the Yajn- 
derbilt interests. In luilroad circles that's 
an old story. Columbus R. Cummiugs, 
Inte of Chicago, was one of the men 
who promoted and built the old Pekin, 
Lincoln & Decatur road, now the north- 
ern end of the P., D. & E. He was the 
president oC that company. He liked 
that sort of financing so well that he 
built tho Lake Erie & Western. Then 
he engineered the bcheine to parallel 
the Lake Shore road, a Vanderbilt prop- 
erty, and always considered one of the 
finest railroad properties in the west. 
lie built the Nickel Plate road and that 
became such a thorn in the side of the 
Lake Shore company that, while they 
had no use for the line, the Vanderbilt 
interests bought it so that they could 
control it. Tho Vnuderbilt interests now 
have the Nickel Plate road merely as a 
sort of pirate in the railroad business 
and to be used in retaliating when the 
Lake Shore interests buffer.

There can be no question as to the 


necessity for better quarters for the 
Decatur postofltce. Tbe building In which 
tbe postofflce is now housed is the 
only building, which could be secured 
for the purpose that is nt nil acceptable 
for tho demands of the postal business 
done. This fact wus well demonstrated 
when the government renewed the lease 
for the present building in September, 
1HQ& At that time a government in- 
rpector wn» on the ground and after 
due consideration came to that conclu- 
sion. The government succeeded in lean- 
ing the building for $1200 per year. 
Since that time the business of the of- 
fice has increased In postal business 
alone over 20 per cent, while to this 
has been added n money order business 
of $200,000 a year by designating the 
office a depositary for the money order 
funds of 55 postofflces. With this iu- 
crense In the business of the office it Is 
quite apparent that with no side light 
to the building occupied, which ren- 
ders it impossible to increase the number 
of business windows and delivery win- 
dows, the building has ceased to be fit 
to accommodate tho patrons of the office 
and furnish room for tho office force 
to do their work In the most effective 
way. 


If R public building is not given na 


better quarters must bo found at tbo 
expiration of tho lease and this, consid- 
ering th: demand for business rooms, 
will mean an Increase of rent to at least 
$2.000 a year. The government con bor- 
row money nt 2 per cent. This means 
thnt the government could expend $100,- 
000 at least, for a public building In 
Dccatur, and be out uotbing at the first 
nnd would be gainer inside of ten years 
if the business of the office increases 
as it has in the past two years. 


The Dccatur postofflce nt the present 


remit* to the government 
over and 


above expenses, after paying the sal- 
aries of a dozen raU«<«y postal employes 
who have no connection with the post- 
olflce, sufficient to pay for a building 
costing $100,000 in less than four years. 


Two years ago tho treasury depart- 


ment after investigating the needs of the 
Decatur postofflce reported to congress 
that $80,1100 would be necessary to build 
nn adequate building for Decatur. At 
thnt titno the receipts of tho office were 
$5.",8."»9.99. Tho receipts this year were 
$63,253.02, or $9,39.ri.03 more thau in 


ami over $5,000 greater than in 


1900. At the time the treasury depart- 
ment made its investigation it was es- 
timated the business of the oBlco would 
increase $20,000 in ten years. It has 
increased nearly half that sum in two 
roars and over $13,000 in four years.

viding a public building for us care 
should be taken that it is not rnndc too 
small. 


Congressman Warner, though not yet

u» a public building largo enough for 
the wants ot our people for the mat 
twuuty yeitis.

With the rest of the colored race lie 


became free by Lincoln's Proclamation 
and from thnt time he has shown tho 


highest ambition in his life. In 1805 he 
went to West Virginia with his parents 
and until 1874 worked in the salt fur- 
naces and coal mines of tho state. Dur- 
ing this time he received some school- 
ing at. a school near his home. Until 
this time he had never known any other 
name than Booker, but when required to 
give another name he choose Washing- 
ton, aud has carried that name ever 
siuce. 


Fired by ambition to know more he 


started to Hampton's institute at Hamp- 
ton, Virginia, in 1872. 
This is n col- 


lege for colored people where they can 
earn their way through colloge. Working 
as janitor nnd studying mostly nt uight, 
he managed to graduate in 3875. 
The 


next three years after his graduation he 
remained nt Hampton as post graduate 
and instructor. 


In 1881 a call came from the little 


town of Tuskegee, Ala., for n competent 
man to teach a school at 
thnt place. 


Booker T. Washington was chosen as 
the man for the place and was sent to 
take charge of the school. He had to 
master many difficulties but with perse- 
verance he overcame all obstacles. 
Be- 


ginning with almost nothing the Ttiske- 
gec institute now owns 2500 acres of 
land. 
Of this amount about 700 acres 


are under cultivation. There are on the 
school grounds 48 buildings and of these 
all but'a few have been erected by the 
labor of the students. 
There ore 50 


wagons and buggies and 600 head of live 
stock. The total value of the real and 
personal property is over $300,000, If 
we add to this the endowment fund of 
$105,000 the total property 
value is 


$465,000, and if we take into consider- 
ation the 25,000 acres of public land re 
cently granted to the institute by con- 
gress the total property value is $590, 
000. 


The students earn from working at 


their trades and other industries about 
$56,000 a year. The total expenditure 
for carrying on this work is about $90,- 
000. 
Beginning with 30 students the 


number has grown until they now have 
over 1000 from 24 states, Africa, Ja- 
maica, Cuba, Porto Rico, and'other for- 
eign countries. 


Booker T. Washington hns continued 


principal of the Tuskegee institute since 
}881. In addition to this he is author 
of "Black Boll: Diamonds" nnd of a 
large number of magazines and newspa- 
per articles. 


He has rendered valuable service to 


the colored race during the years 1890- 
1902 by emphasizing through his work 
nt Tnskegee the fact that the solution 
of thc negro problem in 
the United 


States is not to be attained so much by 
the negro's assertion of his 
political 


rights as along the lines of intellectual 
and industrial improvement. 


His work nt Tuhkegee and the influ- 


•nce he exerts by reason of his intel- 
lectual gifts easily make him the suc- 
;essor of Frederick Douglas in the lead- 
•rship of I ho colored race in the United 
Stales.

witliHtaiiiliug the well demonstrated in- 
contcstible fact that chicken-pox is pre- 
eminently a disease of childhood, it is 
known that during the present widj-i 
spread epidemic of modified smallpox in ' 
the Stale of Illinois and elsewhere, | 
many cases of this disease, occurring hi ' 
bold early and lat-; adult, life, have been 
proinmiicijd chicken-pox. Thin diagnobis

How Wood Pulp is Transformed 


Into Newspaper. 


Let us consider how newspaper is 


made in one of tho great mills of the 
Adirondack unxiiniitins,, whore the giant 
machines, nittling on, day after day, 
never stopping, are scarcely able to sup- 
ply the demand of a single New York 
newspaper. The timber, which is felled 
iu the forests of the north, in winter, 
is floated to the mill iu the mountain 
streams by tho spring fteshets, 
and 


piled up in great heaps about the mill 
buildings, whoso many roofs, chimneys 
and towers form n strange picture in 
the wilderness against the background 
of cloud-topped mountains. 


^ By being i'cd to shrieking saws, the 
spruce logs are cut into pieces that are 
no lonper than a man's arm. "Barking" 
machines, which have disks of rapidly 
whirling radial knives, attack the wood 
and tear off the bark. To prevent a 
watte of nny part of the timber, on 
endless chain conveyor carrios the bark 
to the boiler room, whore it is fed to 
the fires. Another conveyor, like tho 
trottoir ronlnnt at Paris, carries the 
clean logs to the ptrinding room, where 
a long lino of threo-horned monsters is 
waiting for them. 


Flumes, beside which men are mere 


pygmies, bring the mountain torrents 
rushing down to the grinding room, 
feeding the cnri-py of foroHt cataracts 
to the great turbines. 
They have nn 


enormous work to do. Within the iron 
cases of the three-homed monsters are 
grindstones of a special hardness, turned 
by the turbines. The "horns" are hy- 
draulic presses, which force the logs 
nnder them ngaiust the stoucs. thus 
the wood is ground to pulp, the stones 
eating away throe loot of wood an hour. 
The engineer tells us that ten thousand 
"horse-powcr-hours" of energy are need- 
ed to convert one cord of spruce into 
pulp, aud that the mills use more power 
than a whole manufacturing city in New 
England. 
Cold wator flows continuous- 


ly on the grindstones to prevent the 
friction setting fire to the wood, and 
the mixture of ground wood and water 
which flows away fro mthe grinders, as 
a pinkish, gruel-like fluid, rims over 
dams and through screens and drying 
machines, until, a thick mass, it is ei- 
ther put in storage tanks, in bulk, or 
formed by machinery into thick sheets 
that can be rolled up like blankets. It is 
thon ground wood pulp, ready for the 
paper machines. 


The sulphite pulp is prepared in a 


different way. The logs, v hen thov coma 
from the burking machines, nre cut up 
lengthwise, by "splitters," and then cut 
crosswise, by "chlppers" into pieces loss 
than an Inch thick. This thickness givos 
the length of the fibei-. A "chipper" 
with its whirling knives eat« up a hun- 
dred cords of wood in a day! By falling 
on another "moving sidewalk," the chips 
are carried away to be screened and 
then hand picked,—to soi't out dust and 
dirt,—and then aw carried to Htorugo 
bins above the great sulphite "digest- 
ers,"—monster steel cylinders, with cou- 
ical ends, standing upright iu a row.— 
Frank Hlx Payant, in January "Suc- 
cess."

The Isle cf Man. 


The news that Hall Gaino has been 


elected a "key" by an overwhelming ma, 
jority brings to mind the curious anoma- 
ly existing In the Islo of Man. This 
littlo island, which measures only thir- 
ty-three miles by twelve, IK a remark- 
able survival of feudal days, in the very 
center of tho British Isles. Situated in 
tho middle of the Irish channel, nearly 
enni-digtant from England, Ireland and 
Scotland, the Isle of Man has a separate 
existence and is Itself a little kingdom 
whoso ruler U the ruler of Great Brit- 
ain. When the ordinary Englishman ia 
asked what this Isle ia famous for he 
will hivaiiably answer its cats, which 
have no tails. 
A* n matter of fact, 


there is an indigenous breed of cats with- 
out tail*, nnd this unfortunate circum- 
stance has caused the little island to be 
regarded in a humorous light which its 
history nud Its traditions ill deserve. 


The government of the Island was, up 


till 1880, innru or toss of an oligarchy. 
There are three estates, the governor, 
the council, nnd the house of keys, or 
parliament, which together constitute 
what is known as the Court of Tynwald. 


The council consists of the Bishop of 


Sodor and Man, the attorney-general, 
tho itreim-wncral, the two deemsters 
or chief justices. 


Not tur least interesting feature of 


tlio Isle of Man Is the fact tlmt it ha* 
its own bixhop, the Bishop of Sodor and 
Man. 
who bus a scut in the House of 


Lords, without the privilege of a vote, 
however. 
Tin- establishment of 
this 


bishopric is lost iu tho mists of antiq- 
uity. It is supposed to have been «i- 


' of forgotten derivation, though it Is sup- 
posed to mark th* period when the Heb- 
rides were in possession of the Norse- 
men and divided into Nordor and Sodor 
.or north aad south. 


The Manx language, which is similar 


to the Gaelic, is not yet extinct and the 
people still pursue their prltttlvo war* 
touched mipenclally by tho doctrines of 
modern time, but little changed from the 
days when the Stanleys held sway iu 
their kingdom.

"In astronomical matters," he 
said, 


"we In Europe nil look to America. The 
primacy of America iu these matter* is 
largely duo to the climate, which is fn- 
vorablo to astronomical observation, but 
much inoro to the wimlth of the Amer- 
ican people, and the large sums of mon- 
ey that they devoted to astronomical 
apparatus. I must admit, however, that 
it la also due in part to the superior 
talents of the American astronomers. 
Beth the Yorkes telescope and the Lick 
telescope are larger than anything iu 
Europe. It may sound like fulsome flat- 
tery, but it is a cold fact that America 
is doing more and better work In astron- 
omy than tho whole of Europe togeth- 
er."—Chicago News.

PHARAOH'S CHILDREN'S TOYS 


They Wer« tb* *aaje That PeDght Little 


,O*aa Teday 


Within the last forty of fifty yearn 


toy-making, aa every uuddle-aged per- 
son knows, baa been 
revolutionised. 


Gone are tho simple delights of past 
generations; even the speaking 
doll, 


which waa once a wonder suffleknt to 
attract all tho ne'ghbors, is now a mero 
commonplace. 
The rich m*y pay as 


much as several hundred dollars for 
dolls for their children, and mechanical 
to.va are built oil to vast u style that 
the boys of millionaires, should their fa- 
thers suddenly become poor, might hang 
out signs a«d go into trade with no 
other equipment than that of tbo toy 
shop. Yet, after all, the marvel* of the 
toy shops of today are only old friends, 
grown olegant and prosperous. A doll 
Is ti doll, and a wagon ia a wagon, even 
though dozen of dollars way separate 
them from their ancestors of fifty years 
ago. 
You may change toys, but children 


remain the same. Pharaoh, in a soft 
moment, ordered for hi* little onus just 
the same sort of toys that now fill th« 
shops, For certain toys are the divine 
right of childhood, and children make 
them for themselves if they can't have 
them otherwise; so parents, since the 
world began, bave been helping tho lir- 
tle ones to fashion what their hearts 
desired. 


Toys may come and toys may go, bnt 


« few stny on forever. 
A girl will have 


her doll nnd a boy will have bis weap- 
ons and his lioatB, while both cry out for 
wagons mid carriages 
and 
animals. 


These are the staple toys, which always 
will be, until children are born grown- 
up. Excavations show that the children 
of ancient Egypt played with them just 
as those of today. What Is more, these 
toye of three or four thousand years 
past are just about as good as those 
of half an many hundred years ago. The 
children of the Pharaohs were in th«) 
matter of toys about as well off as were 
the little ones of the Puvituiis. It is 
recently, indeed, tbi»t the art of toy. 
making haw become so elaborate, after 
remaining for generation after genera- 
tion almost stationary. Dolls and ani- 
mals were cut out for young Egypt, 
and queer boats were fashioned with the 
greatest care. At least one elaborate 
sedan chair, with a lady Inside who can 
be taken o«t, has been dug up. 
This, 


however, is less ancient than the dolls, 
ami dates baclf only to the Roman in- 
vasion of Egypt. 
It wns the custom 


to bury a child's toys in its grave—thou- 
sands of years afterward to be dug up 
and put In museums, hut not, it is hoped, 
without a sigh for the little life that 
went out ages ago, or for the weeping 
motfer, whose hands placed her dar- 
ling's toys beside the tiny body. 


Not only In regard to toys were the 


children of audent Egypt like those of 
today, but they were told stories similar 
to those which put children to bed now- 
adays. 
A papyrus has been 
found 


which gives some of these stories. 
It 


tells tales of animals and trees that 
talked with men, and of fairies that 
foretold evil at the birth of a prince, 
much as twentieth century children hear 
them. 


Young Egypt of long ago would open 


it* eyes at the marvels of today, but, 
turned into a toy shop or with a vol- 
ume of fairy tales, it would find so many 
old friends that ancient Egypt 
and 


young America would seem to be only a 
step apart.—New York Tribune.

The action of the Lynn school com- 


mittee lu voting unanimously to continue 
the teaching of vertical writing in the 
public schools of that city was wise. 
The committee set a good example, in 
thus rebuking with emphasis the attempt 
which appenra to be making in many 
places to induce school officers to compel 
a retrogade movement in this matter. 


The general introduction of vertical 


writing a few years ago has already re- 
sulted Jn vory marked improvement, as 
a general thing. If there uro instances 
where the new system semis to he, if pos- 
sible, even worse than the old slanting 
style the failure is attributable to wrong 
methods of Instruction, and not to the 
difference between the two systems. Ver- 
tical writing, when properly taught, re- 
sults in greater legiumcy, greater ease 
of movement and greater conciseness. It 
is based on practical and sensible prin- 
ciples. 
While perhaps not nubceptible 


of so high n degree of ornament as may 
sometimes be found in the old fashioned 
way of writing, tho vertical system In 
actual practice makes a written page 
whirh looks bettor than does the ordi- 
nary actual written page of the old 
kind, as well as answering in much 
higher degree the legitimate purpose of 
writing.—Boston Advertiser.

in Canaan, lived n rude and primitive

TIIK HOOK OF ACTS. 


The book of Acts is rather singularly1 


tunned. 
Instead of being the Acts of 


the Applies, it is Sonic of the Acts 
>f Peter and Paul: or. as s,,m0 have 
suggested, the Acts of the Holy Spiiit 
working through these tno apostles. Th? 
book is not a complete history, even in 
"tiflitio. of the growth of the kingdom of

among Jewish Chri»tiann by which a

Jnnira as prominent leadero; and the 
other movement jnnong the Gontiles, 
led by Paul, lint there m-e nipny oth- 
er phniteH of early Chrintlan miitilous 
besides these two which hud their be- 
ginning during this generation, and ot 
which every reader of tho Bible would 
read with enger interent had thelv rec- 
ord been preserved. For one thing, it 
wan probably due in largo part to tho 
needs of these unknown early mi««io/u- 
arieH that the recollections of the apos- 
Heu concerning the deeds and words of 
Jestis were put in a tixod though an yet 
unuritten.form communicated by oral 
instruction; from which material* the 
written gospel of Mark and later those 
of Matthew and Luke wei-n constructed, 
thirty or forty years lifter the Lord's 
departure. 


MKTtfon OF COMPOSITION. 


Acts is just now ihe prey of a lot of 


second-rate European critics who are 
trying to analyze it into numberless 
scrap* and to impugn its authenticity in 
historical matters. 
Now it Is evident 


Hint the author of the book—or editor, 
if we prefer the term—did use the var- 
ious sources for his record. In the pre- 
face to his gospel, which is indisputably 
fiom the same hand ns the Acts, Luke 
makes no secret of the fact that he 
has used the materials provided by 
others. There are pnrts of Acts, writ- 
ten in Hie fir-sl person, where the com- 
mon inference, mid probably the cor- 
rot't one. is that Luke writes of what 
he himself has seen and heard as Paul's 
traveling 
companion.

remain unsolved.

fault. 
Apparent dilferences Ix-tweon 


the Acts and Paul's epistles demand 
study, and in some CUSPS satisfactory 
explanations, are not yet forthcoming. 
The tendency is to magnify these. On 
the whole, the book is likely to be more 
highlv esteemed as history after the al- 
legations are sifted and examined. 


Acts is in a literary way a unit, 


though made up from various sources. 
It may bo divided either at the begin- 
ning of the eighth chapter, which nar- 
rate*, the coin-Piston of Saul, and so in- 
troduces the great iipontle to the (Jentiles 
as a Christian leader, or at the begin- 
ning of the thirteenth chapter, where 
the record of lii«t three missionary jour- 
ne.vs begins, occupying the rest of the 
book,
